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After five generations Colemans keep moving forward

What may be the oldest family 
run industry in South Monroe 
County operates daily at Bar- 
tahatchie. Not many industries 


* operate so far from rails, water, 


air lines, or major highways and 
yet the Coleman Sawmill keeps’ 
growing and getting more produc- 
tion in a wooded area southeast of 
the Wolf Road-T into the Bar- 
tahatchie community not far west 
of the Alabama line. 

When his father Eugene died in 
1987, his son Leslie took over the 
sawmill operation - probably the 
fifth generation’ to have done so. 
Colemans have operated sawmills 
for longer than anybody in the 
area can remember. Mr. Eugene's 
father Thomas Wesley Coleman 
had operated the sawmill until he 
died in 1963; before him Mr. 
Wesley's father Thomas Joseph 
had operated it and before then 
not many people were keeping 
records. 

Leslie had been at the mill since 
1963 when he worked as a child 
turning logs with a hand book and 
scooping sawdust. His grandpar- 
ents’ home across the road on a 
little rise looks down over the 
sprawling sawmill site. Since 
Leslie's parents both worked - she 
has been at United Technology in 
Columbus for 32 years and Mr. 
Eugene operated the sawmill, he 
stayed with his grandparents from 
early years unless he was in 
school. Today he and his pretty 
wife and four children live in the 


grandparents’ home. 
“I was down here at the sawmill

and more powerful, the Coleman 
sawmill became more or less sta- 
tionary (it moved across the road 
once) and has been at its present 
location since 1956. 

For many years the mill cut 
lumber with diesel power. Three 
years ago the mill went all-elec- 
tric. Leslie says this move was a 
money-saving one. With Monroe 
County Power Association elec- 
tricity, power costs were cut in 
half. It now costs between $400 
and $550 a month for electricity. 

The mill uses water also; logs 
put on a rolling ramp are wet 
down as they move by automation 
to the saws. This softens the bark 
on the log and saves dulling saws. 

The logs roll onto a moving 
platform and the sawyer operates 
a machine that cuts them into 
blocks. Side slabs are put into a 
mountain of slabs and side woods 
are cut into boards. These are 
separated as they move through 
the mill. 

Boards are stacked for sale to 
finishing mills that process it for 
the building market. Pine is sold 
in Reform, Alabama, where fence 
posts are made of the pieces. 
Sawdust goes to Weyerhaeuser 
which uses it as fuel to fire huge 
boilers that in turn create a power 
source. Slabs are sold mostly in 
winter for stoves and fireplaces. 
In the summer these are burned 
at the mill for there isn’t enough 
room for them. 

The major product is cross ties. 
The sawmill cuts out an average 


of 300 ties a day all of which are 
sold to Kerr-McGee where they 


type of wood made into a personal 

choice of articles - such as some 

beautiful very thick heart pine 
tables on the Robert Irvin guest 
house - cut across one mammoth 
log. The Irvins have several pieces 
of furniture made from Coleman- 
cut logs. 

There are logs a-plenty at the 
sawmill. The new arriver at the 
sawmill tops a little hilland sees a 
big spread of logs of all sizes and 
kinds piled up in the little valley 
and obscuring the sawmill in the 
center. Particularly impressive is 
one large heap of huge silvery- 
gray cypress trees. “I've had those 
a while. People were using a lot of 
cypress but now there are few 
calls for cypress. I don't know 
why.” 

Most of the logs are oak - red 
oak, white oak, water oak, etc. - 
but any kind are used including a 
lot of gum and some pine (not 
used for cross ties). 

Leslie buys logs from individu- 
als bringing them in or from 
wholesale log suppliers such as 
Band W in Millport, Alabama, 
which delivers to the sawmill. 

Employees at the mill include 
Howard Hughes, Terry Robertson, 
Randy Guin, Mike Rooks, Troy 
Earnest, Joyce Jackson, Damon 
Coleman and Leslie. The sawyer 
sees to be the key man in the 
operation. Leslie does this job and 
is spelled by Robertson. 

One does not expect to see a 
female working in asawmill where 
the work involves heavy objects 
and can be dangerous. (There are 
a lot of motors, a lot of wires, a lot

are treated and sold to railroads 
and other users. 

This average will increase when 
Leslie and his crews have mas- 
tered a new piece of equipment -a 
seven-inch gang edger, which cuts 
off two sides of a tree at one time. 
The edger saves time and Leslie 
hopes it will increase production. 

The mill also does work for 
individuals who want a particular 
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of movement. and a great deal of 
noise, but Leslie does not recall 
any bad injuries except for a split 
thumb-his-when a log fell on it.) 
Joyce Jackson, a young house- 
wife, runs the new edger and has 
done some ofall the sawmill tasks 
works every day in the mill and is 
proud of her ability to do it. The 
mother of twins, she works stead- 
ily and hardat this job not usually 
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a one for females. 

Damon Coleman is the 12-year 
old son of Leslie and Sandra. He 
has been at the mill working since 
he was eight. he works full days in 
the summer and saves his money. 

He started his own savings ac- 
count three or four years ago, 
recently bought a new bicycle for 
himself, and bought all of his 
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school clothes last year. Carrie, 
his ten-year sister works in the af- 
ternoon cleaning up around the 
mill and is also starting her own 
savings account. Stacy, five, is 
busy right now shedding baby 
teeth; and Jesse the youngest at 
three, is at the mill every chance 
he gets. Two goldenretrievers stay 
ready to retrieve his if he needs 
help. Jesse says that when he gets 
big, he’s going to run a fork lift. 
Sandra does the book work for 
the saw mill. “Leslie likes to work 
and he does but he doesn’t care 
about the paper work, so I do it,” 
says the very pretty slender 
blonde. A registered nurse, San- 
dra worked full-time in pediatrics 
at Golden Triangle Medical Cen- 
ter before the death of Mr. Eu- 
gene; now she works part time as 
a nurse and is in-and-out of the 
mill and is a full-time mother. 


It is evident that Leslie wants to 
continue Mr. Eugene's work and 
to continue to bring the mill into 
bigger production. His conversa- 
tion is laced with what Daddy did 
then, how Daddy would handle 
this, Daddy wouldn't let me work 
when school was going on, and 
the changes made since Daddy 
died. Mr. Eugene did indeed stay 
with the mill till his dying day. 
Last July he was scaling a load of 
logs (measuring them) and fell 
over on his son's arms. The heart 
attack wasn't his first but it was 


his last. Mr. Eugene had a gre__ 
many friends and for a while the 
community looked askance at 
Leslie's potential. Now, however, 
they point with pride at the 
changes in the mill and are apt to 
repeat Mrs. Cole's words: That 
boy's doing a good job down there; 
he's provided jobs for many people, 
and the mill is growing. You ought 
to just go and see it.” 

The mill operates from 7 a.m. 
until 3:30 p.m. five days a week. 

' After the long week, the Colemans 
go home and try to salvage a hugh 
garden hard hit by a drought and 
they go fishing in the sloughs 
around the Buttahatchie River. 
Thee is no vacation as the sawmill 
runs year round unless there is 
snow or ice. 

The future of this small indus- 
try seems bright. there is plenty of 
raw materials available, there is 
good equipment running well, 
innovations are being added, there 
is good labor available, and there 
is a good market for the finished 
product. At present Leslie is be- 
ginning to study the furniture mar- 


ket, a booming business in Mis- 


sissippi, but one which would 
require air drying and planers. 
First, he says he and his crew 
have to make the new edger more 
productive. 

So after five generations of op- 
erating sawmills, all remains well 
with the Coleman world.
